Seurwiae, Chief Counsel fer the Subcommittee, had been advised we did 
not wish te velunteer testimony. Mr. Seurwias had not indicated any intention 
of calling the Director. Mr. Houston said the enly witness he knew of was 
c. 2. Jacksen, who, of course, would sot be an official Government witness. 
Mr, Hughes said he wae not aware whe would represent the Government but 
would keep us informed, and Mr. Heusten advised we would let Mr. Hughes 
know if the Oirecter were called.
